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yy. in the affairs of Religion be ſecure, ang 
ſafe, otherwiſe then to countenance the beſt livers 
and the beſt ſubjeRs,asTeriwuilian Gait Fw Gene, 
Dei honor ejt ; The reaſon is, becauſe many have bro- 
ken themſclves to picces agunſt this rock, and it can- 
not well be prevented as our preſent caſe and con- 
dition ſtands, for at that time that the ſupreame power 
fals in,and doth peculiariſe any of the formes or me- 
thods amongſt us,cyen ws ſame time doth ke make 
allthe relt his —_ Oats thinking their own 
way beſt, but the truth is, there 15 no party bur are
